Former Ambassador Tower Advocatas 
Courae In the Big Universitiea. 
Charlero iigue To wer, fo rmerly am- 
bassad« » r fro m the Eait*;d States to 
Germany, is an advo cate o f a co urse 
In « pedal training fo r meu who wish 
to spend tln-ir lives in a diplo matic 
career. In the Yale News, the o fficial 
student o rgan o f th« i university, Mr. 
To wer recently 
made the fo llo wing 
sta teiia-n ’ o f his ub.v:r a lio ns and ad 
vice: 
“It is imperative that the United 
Suit« -» sho uld have men to transact 
business in o ther co untries who are 
tho ro ughly callable o f co ping with any 
unusual situatio n o r technicality that 
may arise and who are qualified to 
ua-et their diplo matic adversaries o n a 
perfectly eqtial fo o ting. To attain this 
standard all tho se who receive ap­ 
po intment« to the servi ■(» sho uld be 
o bliged 
to 
abso rb 
a 
fundamental 
kno wledge o f the wo rk wlii -h they arc 
to undertake, 
“It Is o nly to o o ften the ease that 
the candidates who receive appo int­ 
ments are tifb-rly igno rant o f the ru­ 
diments no t o nly o f diplo ma y, but. 
also o f systematic busin >ss metho ds. 
“A very sinipl« » and practical scheme 
of remedying this matter wo uld be to 
establish a co urse In diplo macy at the 
larger universities which wo uld lead 
up to an « « xuminatlo n fo r a 1 missio n to 
the service, just as Is n» w required 
for entering West Po int and Annapo ­ 
lis 
This wo uld no t necessitate » in In­ 
dependent 
graduate s>h« K>|, 
but the 
instructio n could be easily wo ven into 
the o rdinary academic « ours« *, since 
the means are within the po wer of 
the larger 
Institutio ns. 
The co urse 
wo uld invo lve a study in French, Ger­ 
man and Spanish, histo ry and general 
knowledge of internatio nal law. Too 
much stress cannot i><* laid on a thor­ 
ough knowledge of French, In which 
diplomatic transactions are chiefly car­ 
ried on. 
“ The German system is far superior 
to ours. Only on obtaintng the degriw 
of Ph. I) can one ho admitted to the 
foreign office. The course of stutly is 
thorough and broad, so that when the 
llu» o comes for an appointment from 
tJ|# «* oiuperor (lie mnpointee is perfectly 
filled for Ids duties 
On the other 
hand, in the United State*» very often 
a man without tlie least qualification 
r« *c« -tves 
immediate appointment by 
re« » *oii of personal frletnlabip or polltl- 
c« J obligations.”
